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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: ‘ 


In compliance with the General Laws of the State, we submit 
this our second annual report of your Commissioners, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent, Physician and Chaplain 
of the County Farm; Sheriff and Jailor, Solicitor, Clerk of the 
Court, and County Treasurer of said County. 

Your Commissioners have earnestly endeavored to manage 

the affairs of the County as judiciously and economically as 
could be done under the existing circumstances, and, while the 
increase in the cost per week of supporting the paupers at the 
County Almshouse has been considerably increased, we are de- 
cidedly of the opinion that it is as low as can well be done in 
the interests of humanity. 

The inmates at the Almshouse have been well cared for, and 
a variety of food has been furnished, which has served, ina 
large degree, to keep the health of the inmates good, there hav- 
ing been very little acute sickness among the inmates during 
the year. 

The County Farm has produced a large amount of hay and 
grain, which has been fed out to the stock on the farm, which 
has wintered over fifty head of cattle, besides the horses neces- 
sary for use on the farm. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown have done well as Superintendent and 
Matron, and have been ably seconded by Mr. and Mrs. Norris, 
in the care of the inmates of the almshouse. 

A large part of the inmates are old people, and those of weak 
minds and feeble constitutions. Most of these require constant 
nursing, and some medical treatment. Only a very small num- 
ber of the pauper inmates are capable of performing much, if 
any, manual labor, and their work can only be performed under 
the direction of some competent person. 

The increased expenditure for the support of paupers away 
from the County Farm, is almost wholly due to the law passed 
by the legislature of 1885, in regard to honorably discharged 
soldiers.

We desire to call your notice to Chapter 25, Sections 5, 6 and 
9, and Chapter 83, Sections 1, 14 and 15, of the General Laws, 
and to inform you that no bills will be paid for more than ten 
days’ support previous to the proper affidavits being furnished 
us according to the requirements of these statues. The evi- 
dence as to the settlement must show the name, age, place of 
present or former residence of the applicant since 1870; the 
amount of property owned by and taxed to them in any place 
since 1870; whether married or single; if married, when and 
to whom; if under the age of thirty-three years, the name and 
place and residence of pa rents, the amount of property owned 
by and taxed to either of them; if they have received any aid, 
when and by whom; where they have lived for the last two 
years, and any other material facts bearing upon the matter. 

You are requested to present to the County Commissioners, 
during the first week of each term of Court, all legal claims 
which said town has against said county for the support of 
county paupers. 

You are requested to look after the interests of said paupers, 
and be sure that each pauper gets a dollar’s worth of goods for 
a dollar, and settle no bills that are not particularly itemized as 
regards weight, quantity and price. 

"The towns in the Eastern Judicial District, except Orange, 
Grafton, Dorchester and Wentworth, may send their affidavits 
or direct any correspondence to 8.8. Brown, Woodsville, N, 
HW. ‘Towns in the Western Judicial District, south of Haverhill, 
Warren and Wentworth, including Orange, Grafton and Dee 
chester to H. H. Holt, Ly me, N. sre and the remainder of the 
towns in the County to S. P. Carbee, Haverhill, N. H. 

We desire to express our thanks to the overseers of the poor 
throughout the County for the interest they have manifested in 
their able assistance in the care of the unfortunate poor in our 
midst. ‘The class of paupers that receive aid at their homes, in 
the several towns, in the County, are directly under your care, 
and we trust you will give each case a personal inspection, so 
that no one shall defraud the county, and no deserving ones 
suffer for the common necessaries of life. 

We extend to all the citizens, and especially the taxpayers, a 
cordial invitation to visit the Almshouse, and witness for them- 
selves the manner in which the institution is managed, and thus 
be better enabled to judge how their money is expended.

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In accordance with Chapter 28, Sec. 1, Gen. Laws, the 
Superintendent of County Farm shall make up his report to 
May 1st annually, and also Sec. 2 of said chapter requires that 
the Superintendent’s report shall contain, in addition, a list of 
the paupers actually supported at the Farm, and the number 
of weeks each was so supported, also a statement of the aver- 
age cost per week for each pauper, with an explanation of the 
basis upon which said calculations were made. 

The whole number of persons supported and partially sup- 
ported for the year ending April 30th, 1887 was (138) one 
hundred thirty eight. 

The number of weeks’ board is ascertained by taking the 
number of days between the day of admittance and the day of 
departure of each individual, and dividing that number by 
seven, it gives the number of weeks each individual has been 
so supported. 

The total cost of supporting paupers on the Farm for the 
year ending April 30th, 1887, is $8,585.87. This sum divided 
by the whole number of week’s board furnished, viz., 5352 1-7 
gives $1.60-|- as the price per week which includes every nec- 
essary of life consistent with the welfare of the inmates, out- 
side of the products of the farm. 

Divine services have been held at the Almshouse every other

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


At the May term of Court, 1886, twenty three actions were 
pending upon the state docket. Sentence was imposed in 
four of these cases, five were otherwise finally disposed of, and 
fourteen were continued to the September term. Six of these 
continued actions were the Raymond cases, necessarily con- 
tinued, because the respondent, who is out of the jurisdiction, 
neglected to appear. At the September term, three cases came 
up by appeal, making a docket of seventeen cases for that 
term. In three of these the respondents were sentenced, two 
actions for defective highways were dismissed upon payment 
of cost, the proper repairs having beenmade. LEight, including 
the Raymond cases, were dropped from the docket, and four 
were continued to the nextterm. At the November term three 
cases were added to the number then pending by appeal, Nine 
indictments, and one presentment for attempt to kill, with 
certificate of insanity, were found by the Grand Jury, which 
with two attachments for contempt for refusing to obey sub- 
poenas made nineteen cases pending at this term. In five of 
these sentence was imposed. ‘The respondent in one was com- 
mitted to the Asylum for the insane. Three actions were dis- 
missed and ten continued. 

At the March term, 1887, eleven cases were added to the 
docket. Nine by indictment, one by petition and a Libel vs 
Leguers, transferred from the Police Court of Hanover. Five 
cases were disposed of finally, two by sentence, and the remain- 
ing sixteen are still pending, continued to the May term. Of 
these continued actions it is probable that five may be disposed 
of without a trial, two are awaiting the hearing of civil causes 
involving the same facts, and the remainder were continued to 
the Plymouth term because they could be more conveniently 
and economically heard in that district. 

There have been two jury trials since the last report. 

In the Raymond cases bail was forfeited to the amount of 
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twenty five hundred dollars, and that amount has been paid 
to the County Treasurer.
